all  harm.  I  hope  Christmas  will  bring  blessings  to  all  I  know. 
I  thank  God  and  kind  friends  for  what  has  been  done  for  me  I 
pray  for  you  all  daily,  it  is  all  that  I  can  do.  May  God  reward 
you,  I  never  can." 

Again,— "I  often  wish  I  could  see  and  talk  with  you.  I  could 
tell  so  much  more  than  I  can  write.  Oh  how  good  God  has  been 
to  me  !  I  never  can  forget  the  past.  I  often  think  of  the  night 
when  I  asked  dear  Miss  Agnes  to  let  me  stay  there  all  night  and 
she  willingly  received  nie  when  I  had  no  place  to  go,  and  your 
kindness  to  me  in  all  these  years.  But  for  you,  God  only  knows 
where  I  would  be  to-day.  I  pray  the  good  Lord  to  prosper  you  in 
your  good  work  of  charity  and  that  He  will  reward  you  for  all 
your  kindness  to  nie." 

The  following  extract  is  from  oue  who  not  only  manifests  her 
'  love  and  appreciation  of  the  Home  by  her  letters,  but  sends  from 
her  monthly  wages,  a  contribution.  There  are  two  or  three 
others  also,  who  do  this  and  we  consider  this  very  positive 
evidence  of  genuine  gratitude.  She  writes,  '*!  had  to  wait  two 
hours  for  the  train,  so  that  it  was  getting  dark  before  reaching  P. 
{a  newhouie  to  which  she  was  going)  and  I  was  full  of  apprehen- 
sion as  to  what  I  would  do  when  I  reached  there,  but  the     olored 

t 


man  was  waiting  with  a  team  and  I  was  so  thankful  !  When  we 
had  gone  some  distance  I  asked,  'is  it  far  to  ISIr.  L's  ?'  He  pointed 
to  a  very  high  hill  and  said  'do  you  see  the  light  up  there  ?  that  is 
the  place,'  and  Miss  Agnes,  I  thought  of.  aud  repeated  that  beauti. 
tiful  Psalm  I  learned  at  the  Home  'I  will  lift  up  mine  eyes  to  the 
hills,  whence  cometh  my  help.'  " 

Another  writes,  "I  think  of  you  every  day  and  appreciate'  so 
much  those  little  booklets  you  send,  my  text  for  to-day  is  "In  the 
morning  will  I  direct  my  prayer  unto  Thee."  Don't  you  think  it 
lovely?  "We  have  had  special  meetings  at  our  church  and  I  have 
resolved  to  lead  a  better  life.  After  a  few  evenings  of  pleading  I 
went  to  the  altar,  and  a  few  Sundays  ago  I  joined  the  church.  I 
knew  you  and  the  ladies  and  Dolly,  would  like  to  know.  I  want 
you  to  pray  for  me  and  I  want  to  do  something  to  help  others,  so 
I  shall  watch  for  some  open  door,  and  in  trying  to  help  those 
around  me,  believe  I  am  doing  the  will  of  the  Lord  " 

We  could  multiply  such  extracts,  but  these  indicate  the  af- 
fectionate remembrance  of  most  of  those  who  leave  us.  One  has 
sent  us  twice,  by  express,  a  large  box  of  cut  flowers  as  a  "token  of 
her  love."  Many  who  come  to  us  are  friendless  and  illiterate,  so 
we  strive  to  improve  the  opportunity  to  teach — some  to  read — 
some  to  sew  by  hand  (which  but  few  have  learned  to  do)  aud  also 
details  of  general  housework,  so  that  when  they  go  from  us  they 
are  better  fitted  to  earn  a  reputable  living.  Interesting  books  are 
provided  in  abundance  and  illustrated  papers  which  they  are  en- 
couraged to  read.  They  are  told  too,  of  the  great  questions  of 
the  day— mission  work  abroad— the  Armenian  troubles  and  the 
great  famine  of  India.  To  prove  their  interest  in  the  latter,  a 
collection  of  $2.25  was  taken  up  and  sent  to  the  "Sun  Office 
Fund"  for  those  sufferers.  Beside  this  amount,  they  have  given 
out  of  their  scant  earnings,  within  a  year,  59.55  for  the  Temper- 
ance and  mission  work,  making  Jn.So  in  all. 

Religious  services  are  regularly  sustained  by  Managers  and ^ 
Directors.  A  constant  supervision  is  kept  of  the  work  and  a 
competent  and  faithful  Matron  aims  to  make  it  truly  a  home  in 
its  comfort  and  influence.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  gifts  from 
friends,  of  house  supplies,  books,  papers  aud  money. 

One  of  our  Board  of  Directors  has  been  called  to  his  heaven- 
ly home  during  the  year.  Dr.  P.  C.  Williams,  who  warmly  sympa-

bors and  friends.     They  had  lived  awhile  in  Philadelphia  and  but 
a  short  time  in  this  City.     Word  was  sent  to  some  Hebrew  ladies 
and    they    called   to  see  Annie.     They  were  exceedingly   an.ious 
there   should   be   immediate  marriage.     The  girl  was  willing  for 
she   loved  the  young  man,  but   he  objected      One  of  the  ladies 
cal  ed  one  day  on  Annie  and  told  her  that  he  expressed  doubt  as 
to  any  relationship  to  the  child,-this  distressed  her  exceedingly. 
Oh,  she  exclaimed,    ,/,,/  he   say    that  I     How   could  he  say  it,  lie 
knows  it  is  not  true  1"     As  he  occupied  a  room  not  a  square  away 
she    pueotisly   begged  the    Matron  to  go  and  ask  him  to  call  and 
see  her.     The  Matron  complied   and   left  word  for  him  to  call  at 
the  Home.    Just  previous  to  the   time  she   expected    him,    Annie 
went  lip  to  the  third  story  front  room.     It  is  against  the  rules  for 
the  girls  to  open  the  window  shutters,  but  she  evidently  went  to 
the  window  and  turned  the  slats,-a  high  trunk  stood  under  the 
window    on   which   she   must   have   climbed.     As  she  turned  the 
slats  she  saw  the  yonng  man  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street 
walking  with  a  young  girl,  in  her  excitement,  she  pushed  open 
he  shutters    and  was   heard  to   call,    "Morns,  Morris,  Morris  '■• 
ost  "ei-  balance  and  fell  to  the  sidewalk.     She  was  killed  by  the 
fall  and  her  body  was  taken  to  the  morgue  by  the  patrol,  while  he 
was   obliged   hastily  to   leave  the  city  to  escape  the  vengeance  of 
an  indignant  and  excited  neighborhood.
